What is Being Done for Them by fhe
County Commissioners,

——— e ——

An Interview With Suaperintendont
Pioroe.

A reporter of Tz Ber to.day inter-
viowed Mr, Pierco, superintendent of the
poor farma, who has been delegated by the
county commissioners o attend to the
wanta of the poor in the city—in regard
to the number of poer that are being
taken caro of by the county, and the
manner in which their wants are sup-
plied. Mr, Piorce says that ho is dealing
out a quarter of a ton of coal per month
to those applicants who are not known to
him or the commissioners, and when the
cases aro investigated and the applicants
are found to be destitute, as they have
represented themselves, the allowance of
oonl is increased to ome-half ton per
month, Insome cases where two fami.
liea live together, a quarter of & ton has
beon given to each family. The coal,
however, is of a very poor quality, and 1a
furnished to the county under contract.

There are about 150 destitute persons
who are Imh:g provided in Omaha by the
conuty, which is a very amall number
for a place of 60,000 people. Des Moines,
a much smaller city, takes caro of 600,
Among the destitute provided for in
Omaha there are quite a number of
onses of imposition, and some of them
cannot be avoided, for inatance, whero
the parents are drunkards the chlldren
have to be taken care of, and this neces.
sarily involves the taking care of the par.
enta-

A man rocontly died in’Omaha leaving
eight helpleas childron, which are bei
provided for. Three of them were foun
to be without shoes. They have been
properly clothed, and are being sent to
school, There are some casea of destitu-
tion that are equally ua bad, but they are
all being taken care of by Mr. Pierce so
far as he is informed of them. He puta
in his whole time in this business, the
county farm being looked after at presant
by an nssistant. L4
